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Bftterroot 

Sometimes callecti rock rose, the bitterroot grows 
in shallow rocky soils throughout the scab-lands. 
The roots of the jjsllant were dug in the spring and 
were used traditionally by Native Americans. 
The name bitterroot is derived from the bit- 
ter flavor of the moot. The roots were ei- 
ther dried or us@d fresh in combina- , 
tion with other fo*ods.
